N e w 
Y o r k , May A—The large fiv e-story 
tenement house at 672 First av enue, near 
Thirty-eighth street, was discov ered to bo 
on fire a t 1 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The 
house was full of people, who were abed a t 
the time. 
The flames spread rapidly, and 
most agonizing scenes quickly ensued. 
Iu 
attem pting to e-cape many persons were 
burned or were injured by jumping from 
windows. 
All the ambulances in the city 
were soon on their way to the spot 
The fire broke out in the rear of John 
Humphrey’s liquor store, 672 First av enue. 
The flames spread quickly in the inflamma­ 
ble m aterial which filled the room where the 
fire originated. 
The hallways of the build­ 
ing soon filled with smoke, and when thé in­ 
mates were aroused they found escape dif­ 
ficult and became panic stricken. 
Many do 
spaired of 
reaching the 
stairways and 
jumped from the windows. 
When the firemen arriv ed ev ery window 
was filled with frantic men, women and 
children, shrieking wildly for help. 
Before 
ladders could be raised Mrs. Humphrey, 
wife of the saloon-keeper, leaped from a 
third-story window and was instantly killed. 
Both her legs were shattered. 
The other 
members 
of the Humphrey family were 
found lying on the floors of their rooms. 
Sev eral 
persons 
followed 
Mrs. 
Hum­ 
phreys’ example 
and 
jumped 
to 
the 
pav em ent They wore terribly mangled. By 
this time the life-sav ing corps had run up 
their scaling-ladders and began the work 
of rescue. 
When the firemen succeeded in 
reaching the upper stories a fearful discov ­ 
ery was made. 
On ev ery floor dead and 
dying people were heaped. Body after body 
was hurriedly dragged to the street. 
Some 
of the inmates rev iv ed upon reaching the 
open air, but many were carried unconscious 
to the hospital. 
Sev en dead bodies were 
soon lying side by side. 
Mrs. Kretchner 
was found suffocated to death in her room 
on the fifth floor. 
Her son Albert, who 
leaped from a window, will probably die of 
his injuries. 
The loss of life m ight hav e been av erted 
but for the delay of the steamers on account 
of tbeir being busy a t a fire a t the house of 
Collis P. Huntington, the railroad magnate, 
a t Park av enue and Thirty-eight street. The 
damage to Huntington’s house was about 
$5,000. 
When the firemen arriv ed at First 
av enue they soon quenched the flames in the 
tenement house, and the loss to the building 
will probably not exceed $4,000. 
They were 
too late, howev er, to prev enc the loss of life. 
After the fire was put out the ruins were 
searched for bodies till a late hour. 
As 
soon as the streams of w ater had darkened 
the flames a little, and almost before the 
embers ceased to glow, the rooms were 
searched for the dead and wounded, and 
they were hurried to the hospital 
The oc­ 
cultants of the tenem ent wore mainly Gor­ 
mans one apartm ent to a family being the 
rule. 
There were ten families in the tene­ 
ment av eraging liv e persons each. 
Mr. Roebich who, with his wife and throe 
children occupied the top floor, was the only 
tenant who escaped without loss. 
Imme­ 
diately after the fire was discov ered he 
closed his doors and windows to keep out the 
smoke. He then took his wife and children to 
the front window and passed them one by 
one down the ladders erected by the firemen. 
Roehicb said Sunday night: “The fire cutoff 
all egress but the stairs and fire-escapes. 
The wood floorings of the latter, and the 
boxes and washtubs stored thereon, burnt 
like tinder, and made 
the ironwork of 
the 
fire-escapes 
so 
hot 
that it 
was 
impossible to get down. 
If the people had 
only shut their doors and gone to the top of 
the building none would hav e been killed. I 
saw Mrs. Humphrey in the hospital ami she 
said that Humphrey set the place on tire.” 
Phillip Limbacker, a painter, was awak­ 
ened by the smoke. 
Ho roused his wife and 
four children and dropped them from the 
third story into the arm s of persons below. 
They were not much hurt. 
The fire did not 
get beyond the fourth floor except in the 
hallways, where the doors and wainscotings 
were blackened and charred. 
The fire broke out in the kitchen of 
Humphrey’s restauran t 
The police think 
it was due to carelessness on Humphrey's 
part, who often closed his saloon and left a 
hot lire in his range. 
Mrs. Burn*, whose 
saloon adjoined Hum phrey’s, said sue lut i 
often spoken to him about the careless 
m anner In which he left his fire, but he only 
laughed and said: ‘‘It is all 
right, 
i in 
insured.” 
The following is the dead Ii-t: Joseph 
Humphrey, aged 35; Henry 
Humphrey, 
aged 4 months; Miss Elizabeth Hurley, aged 
25; Mbs Christina Koerner, aged P*; Mrs. 
Mina Krithzm ar, aged 32; Richard Krithz­ 
mar, aged 11; W illiam Hurley, and Mary, a 
sister of Mr-. Humphrey, aged 45. 
W ith the 
except! m of William Hurley, who dc*l Sun­ 
day m irning, all wore taken out of the 
building dead. 
B sides the kille*d there were fourteen per­ 
sons injured. 
The lo.i -wing were partly 
suffocated; Mrs. Ida Ko hieh, aged 22; Al­ 
bert Koerner, aged 15; Miss Kate Koerner, 
ag» 'd 28; William Flanagan, age 116; George 
Hurley, aged 50; Mrs. Eliza Hurley, aged 
55; Mrs Kate Eimbaeher, aged 26; Katie 
Limbacher, aged 6; M artha urid Alfred 
Krithzmar, aged respectiv ely 10 and 12 
years; an infant child of Mrs. RoohichV 
The following each had a leg broken by 
jumping from windows; 
Pauline Koerner, 
aged 18; Willie Liehmpuhl, aged 7, and Ros­ 
alie Humphrey, aged 24. 
The last named 
also suffered from partial asphyxiation. 


Terrific B o iler R x plo sio n. 
GALYEbTOS, Tex., May 4 —At 7:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning one of the boilers in the 
•ttzlnt-rpois of the Tremont hou-e. this citv 


exploded with terrific force, totally demol­ 
ishing the engine-room, which was a one 
story brick structure adjoining and in the 
rear of the hotel. 
Im m ediately to the 
south of the engine-room was a two-story 
fram e building, in which the help of the bo 
tel were domiciled. 
A section of the ex­ 
ploding boiler, twenty feet long and weigh­ 
ing 
sev eral 
thousand 
pounds, 
was 
forced 
entirely through 
this 
build­ 
ing, 
thence 
passing 
across Twenty- 
fourth 
street, 
finally 
lodging 
upon 
and crushing 
a small 
fram e 
building 
situated in an alley, midway of the next 
block. 
The scene was a terrible one, the 
mangled remains of many persons strewing 
the pathway of the dreadful missile. 
A 
crowd quickly collected, and the work of 
rescue began. Upon search among the ruins 
of the 
boiler-house the dead bodies of 
Thomas Cross, the engineer, and Lawrence 
Carr, the fireman, were found. 
Anderson 
Jones, colored waiter, was found dead in the 
frame building, where he was weeping. 
Clara 
Miller, 
the unfdrtunate oolored 
woman, liv ing in the 
fram e shanty in 
the alley, was crushed by the fall of the de­ 
tached part of the boiler and died while be­ 
ing conv eyed to the hospital. 
“Yank” Sul­ 
liv an, a newsboy, who boarded with her was 
so seriously injured that he will probably 
die. 
This completes the list of killed so far 
as known, although further search among 
the ruins m ay result in the finding of sev eral 
serv ants who are now missing. 
M. Sulli­ 
v an, Frank Ax well, and a Miss Burns, serv ­ 
ants, seriously bruised and scalded; Joseph 
E. Aquilla, pastry cook, R. Walton, em­ 
ployee, sev erely bruised. 
The cause of the 
explosion is not as yet clearly established. 


An 
Illinois Town 
Swept. 
K a n k a k ee, Ills., May 4.—At 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning fire was discov ered in Mrs. 
Helborn’s millinery shop in Cabery, a 
thrifty 
v illage 
of 
80 0 
population, 
located 
on the 
line 
between 
Kank • 
akee 
and 
Ford 
counties, 
twenty- 
liv e miles from Kankakee. 
The flames 
spread rapidly, there being no tire depart­ 
ment in the v illage, until soon the entire 
business portion, consisting of fram e build­ 
ings, occupied as stores on the first floor and 
residence* on the second, including twenty- 
four business houses and fourteen residences, 
were burned to the ground. 
Some of the 
stocks and household goods were sav ed. 
Sev eral guests a t the Commercial hotel 
had narrow escapes with their liv es, losing 
sv erything but their night clothing. 
The 
losses will aggregate $9 0 ,0 0 0 to $1 0 0 ,0 3 0 . 
Ev ery business house in the v illage was 
swept away. 
J. B. Olsen & Co. will rebuild 
at once. 
The postoflice will be opened in a 
grain office for the present. 
The people of 
Cabery are housing and feeding fourteen 
families rendered homeless who are unable 
to pay for lodging. Word was sent to Kank­ 
akee for help, but, there being no depart­ 
ment here, no aid could be rendered. 
The origin of the fire is believ ed to be in­ 
cendiary. 


Two Firemen 
Killed at 
Chicago. 
Chicago , May 4 —At 1 1 :1 5 o’clock Sun­ 
day night an alarm of fire from box No. 16 
called out the departm ent 
Flames had 
been discov ered a few moments 
before 
issuing from the rear of 
1 6 1 South W ater 
street 
Tbe fire spread so rapidly that it 
was feared the whole row of buildings, ex­ 
tending from Clark to LaSalle street, would 
be consumed, and a second alarm was 
turned 
in 
fiv e 
minutes 
later. 
The 
firemen, 
howev er, soon 
got 
the 
blaze 
under control and 
the pecuniary loss is 
comparativ ely small—about $10,003. 
The 
firms burned out were John Lally, dealer in 
baled hay, butter and eggs, etc.; R A. 
B urnett dealer in honey; P. Mason, dealer 
in hay, and doing a general commission 
business; J. S. Meister, O. E. W hitcomb & 
Co., and Bond & Perch, general commission 
merchants. 
The distressing incidont was the loss of 
life. 
While ten or twelv e firemen were 
at 
work 
on 
the 
third 
floor, 
the 
floor 
abov e 
came 
crashing 
down 
on 
them, 
and 
Martin 
Mnlv ey and 
Charles Bird were buried beneath a heap of 
debris and killed. Chief Sweenio was also 
hurt. There were others injured, their names 
being Edward Lynch, Henry Hhroder, Fred 
Bloat, J. \V*. Quirk, William Long, C apt 
Trainor, and William Leyden. 


Co llapse o f a Iieer B rew ery .

TH E PLYM O U TH ORACLE DISCUSSES 


T H E PITH OF CHRISTANTY,

teristic Disco urse.

The S trik in g Illinois Q ua rry m e n Do Some 
R a pid Sprint 
Work. 
J o l i e t , Ills., May 4.—The striking quarry- 
men, to the number of 400, left I» mout, 
Saturday afternoon, with the intention of 
raiding the Joliet quarries, and driv ing out 
all 
tho 
men 
who 
were 
working. 
The 
strikers, 
who 
were 
mostly Poles, 
wore met on the Lock port road one and 
one-half miles 
from here, a t 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, by the m ilitia compon. 
from Ktroator. 
Maj. Munn, who was an 
acting deputy sheriff, ordered tho strikers 
to disperse, and at the same time tho m ilitia 
adv anced upon them. 
The striker* at first 
seemed determined, but seeing Company B, 
of Joliet, I. N. G., charging upon them 
from the rear a t a double-quick, they threw 
dowu their clubs and canes and made * wild 
break ov er the fences and across the coun­ 
try, closely pursued by the military, who 
succeedod in capturing about sev enty of 
them and bringing them here to the battery 
armory. 
Tho others of the striker* suc­ 
ceeded in escaping, and when last seen wore 
on their way home to Lemont. 
A v ast con­ 
course of people were assembled on the 
streets when Company B returned from tho 
scene of action with the prisoner*. 
The general opinion now is that tho back­ 
bone of tho strike is broken, and that tho 
men will return to work at $1.50 per day, 
the wages offered by tho quarry-owners. 
A t an early hour Buuday morning the 
sheriff marched tho sev enty-two "striking 
quarry men captured by the m ilitia outside 
of the m ilitary lines, and allowed them to 
depart fur Lemont. 
Adjt. Gen. Yance re­ 
po rte d a quiet day to the gov ernor and ex­ 
pressed his belief that the strike was at an 
end and had no apprehension of further 
trouble*. 
He also stated his belief that the 
men would go to work quietly.

B r o o k l y n, May 4.—Mr. Beecher*» ser* 
mon Sunday was suggested by the text 
from the first chapter of Rev elations; “I am 
Alpha and Omega, the beginning aud the 
ending, saith tho Lord; the first and the 
last. 1 am He that liv eth and was dead and 
hav e tho keys of hell and of death.” 
After remarking that Itev olations was 
written for Oriental imagination, and white 
mon could not understand it as a general 
thing, Mr. Beeehor said the book was good 
to bo used in spots, like we use poetry. The 
text illustrated the many-sideduess of the 
Bav ior. 
Mr. lioechor continued: 
“It is a surprise to me that he, of whom it 
is said that if his words and deeds wore re­ 
corded, tho world could not contain the 
books, should not hav e left one word as it 
was originally uttered. Tho fragile memory 
of those who consorted with him is the only 
source from which wo deriv e tho gospet 
But all agreed in tho substantial elements 
of the truth. 
Bauer, and tho others of the 
German school of destructiv e critics, in 
throwing out John and other portions of the 
gospel do not touch the real Christ of the 
gospel. 
You may eradicate ev ery miracle 
and you don’t m aterially destroy tho life of 
gospel. 
* * * W hat if a miraclo was not 
a miracle? 
It makes a difference in your 
theory of inspiritation.but what does it make 
in the g ranjeur of the real truth. 
In the 
first days of tho church Christians looked 
for Christ’s immediate reappearance. A fter­ 
ward men’s minds began to work upon the 
nature of the Godhead—Christ’s place in the 
trinity, in the div inity of C hrist 
How can 
we tell the qualities of div inity? 
We don’t 
know enough about God, and tho question 
of Christ’s div inity is not half so im portant; 
though I believ e lov ingly in it, that He is 
such a presentation of div ine nature, that I 
may pray to and worship it, and put my 
soul’s oonfidenoe in i t and that is god enough 
for me—that is w hat I want of a god. 
But 
when you come to theologize, then there 
m ust be more certain definitions, and in 
arguing that question what a world of grace 
has been lost 
“As to the trinity, I And no difficulty in 
it. 
I accept the doctrine, if you don’t oblige 
me to define i t 
But when you appoint the 
Judicial circuits and say: Tho Father has 
this function, the Bon that and the Holy 
Spirit that—I deolino to enter into auy such 
v iews.

I don’t say it is barbarous; but do n ot 
confound it with that v iew of Christ which 
has product in it—which has product in it 
which work* in us and lifts us to His sphere. 
Tho Christ of theology may help some men, 
but I hav e an impression that It has hindered 
a thousandfold more. Theology has changed 
with tho ago*. 
When men wore low aud 
annual, the dom inant oloment was fear. As 
Christianity sweetened life, theology became 
loftier and g >v ornments hav e followed the 
same analogy. 
Gov ernments are mildor 
and more beneficial just as their subjects 
grow in civ ilization. 
Barbarism and tyr* 
auny, semi-civ ilization and constitutional 
monarchy, m orality and v irtue aud Repub­ 
licanism. 
‘■Nor should we make the blunder of sup­ 
posing that religion and theology are the 
same. 
Man may change his catecliism and 
keep his religion; he may lose his religion 
aud stick to his theology. 
But though the 
Christ of theology changes, tho Christ of our 
personal experience changes only to grow 
inure luminous, more attractiv e.”

—In the D aily T e le g r ap h on Saturday 
the proceedings of the city council meet­ 
ing held on Friday night were published 
in full; giving the debate on the Water 
Works question and the remarks of the 
superintendent of the works. 
This was 
reading matter in which every citizen of 
Dixon is interested and it is, furthermore, 
a matter which city councils pay for pub­ 
lishing in other towns. 
The E ve n *g 
T e le g r ap h gave it, however, as news, 
believing the entcrprue would be appre. 
ciated. 
That to which we now call atten­ 
tion is the fact that a carefu1 observer 
could not have failed to notice by the 
said council proce« dings that there is a 
“ nigger in the fence” somewhere. The 
Water Works Company claim that there 
are now only three hydrants in the busi­ 
ness portion of the city out of order and 
as if in doubt about it, the city council 
ordered a trial for the purpose of testing 
the pipes and hydrants. 
The trial was 
ordered to take place this forenoon. 
Up 
to the time of going to press no test has 
been made and we are informed that the 
trial will not take place to-day. 
As the 
Water Works Company demanded pay 
or hydrant rent it is fair to presume that 
the works should be in fair condition. 
he point which T h e T e l e g r a p h would 
make is this: Why does the Water Com­ 
pany present its bill for rent if the works 
are not ready for trial? Are not in proper 
condition. 
Furthermore, is it not the 
duty of the city council to know by actual 
examination the condition of the Water 
Works, not only for a proper safeguard 
against fire but also that where hydrants 
are useless the rent of the same may be 
ustly deducted. 


And still no trace of the missing body 
of Carrie Brown, now fifteen days beneath 
the waters of Rock river, as it is supposed. 
he efforts to recover it have not been dis­ 
continued. 
A telegraph wire has been 
stretched across the river at the State 
street bridge; to this wire lines have been 
attached every ten inches with large hooks 
and sinkers dropping down into the water 
several feet, and it would seem impossi­ 
ble for the body to pass this obstruction 
without being caught.
